The simplicity, durability and beauty of the 
new Craftsman furniture, expressing the spirit 
of true democracy, met with such a wonderful 
popular response that today Craftsman designs 
are copied the country over and influence furni- 
ture-making throughout the world. 

To Gustav Stickley, Craftsman furniture rep- 
resented an ideal. It was to him one of the fac- 


tors of a natural, simple and honest environment, 
which he believed necessary to right living. 

Naturally this concept of furniture, not only 
as a concrete thing, but as an influential factor 
in the lives of men and women, led directly to 
the larger question of suitable homes for the peo- 
ple; and following this line of thought Mr. Stick- 
ley next turned his attention to architecture. 

He realized the seriousness of the home-build- 
ing problem; he saw the social and economic 
dangers arising from the common type of domes- 
tic architecture as it then existed; he recognized 
the burden of cumbersome superfluities that 
were present in so many houses, the danger aris- 
ing from the desire of a man to outdo his neigh- 
bor, and the false standards of living which had 
their foundations in false standards of home- 
building. A full appreciation of these facts led 
to the designing of Craftsman houses. 

Gustav Stickley has evolved a type of archi- 
tecture which occupies a position in this field as 
distinctive and permanent as does Craftsman 
furniture in the field of cabinet-making. 

The features of a Craftsman house which 
cause it to stand out from all others are plainly 
distinguishable. They are as evident to the ex- 
perienced eye as would be the points of differ- 
ence between a Craftsman and a "Mission" chair.

THE RULING PRINCIPLE OF THE CRAFTS-

HE central thought in all Craftsman ac- 
tivities is the simplification of life and a 
return to true democracy. Accordingly
